4 $40,000 FIRE DEVASTATES THE 
ciry. 


Two Sons of Judge Guerry Killed by the 
Falling Walis—One Colored Boy Killed— 
Fires in Other Places. 


Dawson, ‘Ga., October 18.—[Special.]— 
About 8 o’clock last night the alarm of fire 
was sounded, and the Lowery warehouse was 
immediately discovered to be in flamés. The 
whole town was soon on the scene, and fire- 
men worked heroically. The warehouse being 
in the center of the business portion of the 
town, the whole of it was in immediate dan- 
ger. Perfect dryness and a light breeze 
caused the flame to spread rapidly, and soon 
almost an entire block was enveloped by the 
devouring element. Water was scarce, there 
being but two _ cisterns full in 
reach, and but for the 
mess and judgment of some of 
firemen and citizens, the town would today 
be a smoldering mass. The following are av- 
proximate losses and insurance:

Bc, SANDERSVILLE, Ga., October 18.—-[Spe- 
e ~eial.J—On Friday last the ginhouse of Mr. 
© tharles G. Rawlings, near the city, was de- 
stroyed by fire with most of its contents. There 
were, as we learn from Mr. Rawlings, about 
forty-two bales of seed cotton, but six or eight 
were saved ina damaged condition, the seed 
also of 125 bales, two gins, running gear and 
pins etc. The house was a framed one, and 
comparatively new. The fire occurred about 
two o’clock, and is supposed to have caught 
from a match inthe gin. The loss is probably 
about $4,500, with no insurance. Fortunately 
on the day before Mr. Rawlings had sold 
thirty-five baies. 
Dawson, Ga., October 18.—[Special.]—The 
ginhouse of Matthew Marshall, several miles 
from the city, had a narrow escape from being

SPRINGPLACE, Ga., October 18.—[Special. ]— 
A large barn of Mr. A. K. Ramsey was burned 
on last Tuesday night. There was a large 
amount ot feed init,a fine mule, two horses 
and some cattle, which were also burned. Tho 
loss is perhaps near athousand dollars. Mr. 
Ramsey was in Dalton at the time of the fire. 
Buivuk Ripe. Ga.,.October 18.—-[Special.] — 
The mills of Mr. Andy Morris, who lives in 
Hemptown, were consumed by fire last Satur- 
day night. It is supposed that some one set 
them as there was no fire about there at the 
time, and a bottle that had contained kerosene 
oil was found under the ruins. It is supposed 
that the oil was used in igniting the building. 
‘The damage is estimated at twelve or fifteen 
hundred dollars. | 
WRIGHTSVILLE, Ga., October 18.—[Special.] 
At a public gin at Harrison, last Sunday, a 
little boy stuck a lighted match toa bale of 
cotton ‘just to see if it would burn,’ and his 
infantile expectations were more than realized, 
for it ‘‘did burn,” and started a conflagration 
that successfuliy destroyed six bales of cotton 
before the tlames were extinguished. 
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An [Incendiary Ginhouse Fire. 

Reynoups, Ga., October 18.—{Special.J— 
The ginhouse belonging to J. N. and Calvin 
Bryan, about five miles below here, was de- 
stroyed by fire. Several bales of cotton and 
several hundred bushels of cotton seed were 
consumed with the building; also, a steam 
engine, belonging to Mrs. J. T. Carson, was 
so badly injured as to be rendered almost use- 
less.

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THE STATE FAIR 


To Open Next Wednesday Under Most Flat- 
tering Auspices. 

Macon, Ga., October 18.—[Special.]-—-The 
state fair begins next Wednesday. Never has 
an exhibition opened under more favorable 
auspices than will denote this one. Secretary 
Nisbet said today that in all of his experience 
with state fairs, he has never seen more beau- 
tiful and numerous exLibits than have already 
been entered at the fair. The displays are 
coming from all sections of Geor- 
gia and various parts of the north 
and West. The agricultural display will sur- 

ass anything in the history of Georgia state 
airs. Ten of the best counties in the state are 
competitors forthe very liberal premiums. 
The exhibit of Mclutosh county arrived toda 
and is being unloaded from the cars in whic 
it Was transported free over the East Ten- 
nessee railroad. The exhibit,which is in charge 
of Messrs. B. T. Sinclair and A. H. Hopkins, 
is quite a varied one. Among other articles 
are thirteen different kinds of hay, banana 
trees with bunches of the ripening fruit on 
them, specimens of rice in the sheaf, threshed 
rice, sugar cane, corn, cotton, sweet potatoes, 
kegs of McIntosh wine and a large quantity 
of coast curiosities, which will make an at- 
tractive exhibit, and one which will do credit 
to the county. The other counties’ ex- 
hibits will begin to arrive tomorrow and 
next day. The: cattle and general stock 
depariments are filling up rapidly. There is 
no question but that. the cattle display will 
make a fine fair in itself and be ample reward 
for any one to visit Macon to see. The stables 
are filling up with fine display and racing 
horses. The exhibit of Georgia raised animals 
will be very handsome and elaborate. There 
will be quite a number of race 
horses from the north and west. The 
racing promises to be a very attractive feature 
of the fair. Flora) hall will be a perfect para- 
dise. It will present one of the most beauti- 
ful pictures ever seen in Georgia. The dis- 
play of female handicraft will eclipse all past 
exhibits of this kind. TVhe*art galleries will be 
a revelation. Elegant displays will be made 
by individuals and colieges.

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THE ROAD LAWS. 


Resolutions Adopted by the Lumpkin 


County Alliance. 

DAHLONEGA, Ga., October 18.—[Special.]— 
The Lumpkin county alliance has passed the 
following resolutions: 

Whereas, The present road laws of Georgia are 
neariy one hundred years old, and were framed 
under the institution of slavery with a view to that 
peculiar institution and with a view to working 
slaves on the public roads; and 

Whereas, During the existence of the institution 
of slavery the working of the slaves on the public 
roads was taxation on property; and 

Whereas, Siuce the emancipation of the slaves 
property in this state has been exempt from taxa- 
tion for road purpo:es, the burden of making and 
repairing the roads put exclusively upon the labors 
ing men, white and black, just as though they were 
allslaves; and 

Whereas, It is just and equitable that property 
bear its part of the burden of making and repairing 
roads asit did in the days of slavery, under the 
present state code road laws of Georgia enacted to 
suit the institution of slavery but still permitted to 
stand of torce twenty-five years since slavery was 
abolished; and 

Whereas, This discrimination since slave labor 
was abolished in favor of property and against 
the poor laborers, white or black. by mak- 
ing the laboring man bear all 
the burden of road working is unjust and 
oppressive to the poor man, white or biack, and 
ought not to be longer submiited to by freemen of 
any nativity or color: and, 

Whereas, A convention of the people of Georgia 
assembled in the city of Atlanta last May to inauzu- 
rate a revolution for the overthrow of these unjust 
and oppressive road laws and memorialized the leg 
islature thereupon; and, 

Whereas, Our senator from this district, 
Wier Boyd, in obedience tothe will of the people 
introduced a billin the senate providing some relief 
from the present unjust laws, and passed the same 
through the senate with but three dissenting votes; 
and, r 

Whereas, For *teauses unknown to this body” our 
immediate representative, Hon. F. W. Hail, tailed 
to pass the same through the house of representza- 
tives; therefore be it 

Kesolvyed, That the thanksof alllaboring men are 
due our senator, Hon. Wier Boyd, for his efforts in 
their behalf in passing said bill so handsomely 
through the senaie, and we withhold comment as 
to our representative until we learn the causes of 
his failure to pass it in the house: 

Resolved further, That we thank all senators and 
representatives who supported said bill, wherever 
they reside, and stand ready to aid thera in all 
laudable undertakings, and we hereby direct the 
president of this alliance to appoint a committee of 
three to take in hand the work of promoting a unit 
on the road question throughout uorth Georgia,

| NAT TURNER'S - CRIMES. 


ANOTHER CHAPTER IN THE LIFE OF 
BEN C. DUGGAR. 


The Novel Method by Which He Put His 
Enemies to Flight—Rare Reminiscences 
of a Bloody Time ' 


Buus Ringe, Ga., October 18.—[Special.]— 
The career of Hon. Ben C, Duggar, as nar- 
rated in the Blue Ridge Post, is thrilling in- 
deed: During the year 1832 the tariff was 
revised by congress, and that body, instead of 
diminishing the duties, as the people of the 
southern states desired, and hoped it would 
do, increased many of them. This reprehensi- 
ble act was very odious to the southern states, 
which they considered as unjust and greatly 
militating against their interest. They, ever 
willing to submit to a tariff amply sufficient 
for a revenue, but, for valid reasons, were 
utterly opposed to, and with that genuine 
patriotism which is an eminent characteristic 
of the southern people, bitterly denounced 
this obnoxious act. And this was the cause 
and theme ot that memorable debate which 
occurred in congress between the eloquent 
and sagacious Colonel Hayne, senator from 
South Carolina, and Daniel Webster, of Mass - 
achusetts. The state of South Carolina, hold- 
ing the doctrine advocated by Colonel Hayne in 
the senate and a convention of the people of 
the state was held and adopted the measure 
known as the ‘‘Nullification Ordinance.”’ In- 
tense excitement prevailed, and the dark cloud 
of civil war was brewing. In the meantime 
flagrant and incendiary speeches were made in 
the north, and circulated by the press; and 
cavils upon the southern people for not sub- 
mitting as yassets tothe north. During this 
time Nat Turner, a negro preacher living near 
Jerusalem, Virginia. 

IMBIBED THE SPUROUS DOCTINE, 
which was borne upon the noxious breeze from 
the north, emanating from the slime pools of 
depravity. Nat was a good slave and a trust- 
worthy negro until his mind was poisoned by 
the baneful hetrodoxy of a meddlesome and 
fanatic people of the north, who is a source of 
aid upon whose shoulders rest the heinous 
crimes of Nat Turner. Nat Turner, only ex- 


_hibiting that short-sightness and brutish dispo- 


sition, which is characteristic of the negro 
race, cherished the idea that the north would 
stand te him and protect him in what ever he 


Therefore, styling himself the Moses of the 
slaves’ deliverance, and the leader of a second 
Exodus from bondage, gathered around him 
all the negroes in the country. 

The negroes armed and fortified themselves, 
and would sally forth like ravenous beasts to 
prey upon whaiever they could find. The 
number was increasing daily, and this insur- 
rection would have resulted in aterrible con- 
flict between the whites and blacks through 
out the south, had it not been for Colonel Dug- 
gar, who, although a subordinate officer at the 
time, was the principal man in suppressing it. 

Nat commenced his work by massacreing in 
the most horribie manner a lady teacher, and 
her school of twenty-five children. This most 
atrocious crime, without a parallel in a ciyil- 
ized country, spread like wild fire. 

President Jackson, being engaged with the 
affairs of South Carolina at that time, sent 
orders to Colonel Dugger to 

SUPPRESS NAT TURNER’S INSURRECTION 
at once; but before the order reached Duggar 
he was upon the scene and had Nat and all his 
men in chains. 

When Duggar reached the place where Nat 
and his men were fortitied, Duggar’s men 
wanted to charge right in upon them and 
butcher them like sheep. But Duggar, with 
the usual coolness which he possessed at all 
times, quieted his men. After thoroughly re- 
coanoitering the place where they had fortified 
themselves, he saw that be could not take 
them without a heavy loss, as there were sev- 
eral hundred negroes, well fortified and well 
armed. 

He tried to induce them to come out and 
give up, but without effect. Sohe decided to 
besiege them in their sttong hold, and perish 
them out; but it was soon made bnown to him 
that they had rations enough to last ihem many 
months. Colonel Duggar then decided to re- 
sort to strategem, in which he is an expert. 

Duggar knowing that the negro.is the most 
superstitious race of a people living, and that 
even the name of a ghost almost frightens 
them to death, resolved to try his luck upon 
tactics hitherto unpracticed and unknown. 

lie hired twenty-six negro boys to meet bim 
in the woods some distance from Nat’s fortifi- 
cation that evening about sundown, without 
telling them what he wanted with them. This 
was the number Nat Turner had massacreed a 
few days previous. 

Duggar gave orders to his men to form on 
one side of the fortification, and as soon as it 
was dark to intercept the negroes as they came 
out. During the day Duggar had twenty-six 
winding sheets, white caps and face cloths 


| prepared, and about sundown he met the boys 


and had them 
PUT ON THEIR GHOSTLY APPAREL. 

Duggar had prepared for himself a black 
suit, and had gotten a large pumpkin and cut 
out a mouth, showing big, broad teeth, and 
cut out large eyes and places for ears. 

In this pumpkin he placed cotton and thor- 
oughly saturated it with oil, and fastened it 
upon his head. 

When the last vestige of day had gently died 
away upon §the iandscape and all the air a 
solemn stillness held, Duggar silently muster- 
ed his cadaverous host, and instructing them 
to make sure their novel uniforms were in per- 
fect order, he then ordered them to follow him. 
Hie proceeded to the negroes’ fortification, 
When but a short distance from it he stuck a 
match to the cotton in the pumpkin on his head 
and gave double time, and advanced in a long 
trot. Overthe breastworks Duggar went with 
blue sulphuric flames streaming from his 
mouth, eyes and ears, and with no weapon 
save aniron fork. His ghostly-like host fol- 
lowed close upon his heels, and altogether pre- 
sented a frightful appearance. 

There were about 500 negroes, some of them 
fainted, but all who were able to run dropped 
their arms and went pell mel], rolling and 
tumbling over each other. 

This so amused the young ‘‘coons’’ with 
Duggar they commenced squalling and clap- 
ping their hands, whlch frightened the negroes 
the more. Theyran right over the soldiers, as 
it seemed, without Knowing they were there. 
The soldiers shot, knocked down, and captured 
as many of them as they could, and all was 
captured next day. Some of them were cap- 
tured over in North Carolina, forty miles away 
and still running.

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/MAJOR CUMMINGS VIEWS 


HIS ARGUMENT BEFORE THE JOINT 
BETTERMENTS COMMITTEE. 


The Constitution Prints the Entire Argn- 
ment of Major J. B. Cumming, of Au- 
gusta. 


I shall not trouble the committee at this 
time with any general discussion of the case of the 
lessees, I have already had the honorto prepare 
and to have printed and distributed among the 
members of the general assembly an argument, 
founded on the law of landlord and tenant, and on 
the existing lease contract, on the subject of ‘‘bet- 
terments.’’ Other counsel has also discussed that sub 
ject and other legal questions involved in the case, 
and the lay representative of the lessees has placed 
before you au exhaustive presentation of the whole 
business. I shall restrict myself to the task of urg- 
ing a few reasons why the legislature should either 
settle the queitions involved in this business by its 
Own direct action, or should open or erect some 
tribunal In which they may be adjusted. 

The lessees are duly grateful for such oppértunity 
to be heard, as those in control of the matter have 
thought proper at last to accord them. Iam unable 
to say whether their gratitude is more or less in this 
behalf, because such success as they have in obtain- 
ing a hearing has been obtained after weeks of un- 
remitted effort, to be allowed the privilege of 
respectfully submitting to the legislature certain 
interests uf great concern tothem, They have felt 
all this time, perhaps presumptuously, that they 
were not asking an unreasouvable thing wben they 
requested to be permiited to state what they 
conceived to be their rights, and to 
sive such poor reasons as they could 
Oo sustain them: for they have been unable to 
forget that itis usual to givethe eftizenthe privi- 
Jege of presenting his cause, in person or by coun- 
sel, before the appropriate legislative .committee. 
They bave been unable aleo to escape altogether a 
feeling of mortification, and some sense of injustice, 
when this usual privilege has been withheld from 
them so long. Nor have they been able to forget 
that years ago the state ot Georgia deemed it expe- 
dient and wise to enter into a contract with them, 
and now, when this contract relation approaches 
its close, after nineteen years of scrupulous observ- 
ance of iton the part of the lessees, they cannot 
help feeling wonder and astonish- 
ment, that they are not only distrusted, but 
are met almost with vituperation, when 
they ask simply to propose, for the consideration of 
the state, an adjustment of some questions inherent 
in the relations of the parties, inseparable (rom such 
relations and pressing for settlement. 

Doubtless by their own fault, they have not been 
able to see any greater sanctity inthe state's cause 
than in their own, or to admit any clearer concep- 
tion of right and justice on the part of the citizen, 
who, for the time, is a member of the Georgia legis - 
lature, than that of other citizens, who do not en- 
joy that honor. But at lastthe legislature, which, 
i presume to assert, represents the lessces of the 
railroad just as fully asit represents the owner of 
the railroad, has opened the doors a little way—on 
a crack, as it were—which has hitherto been closed 
and berred against them. Would that this had 
been done sooner. 

The claim of the lessees may be divided into three 
classes. 

1. Those which are wholly undisputed. 

2. Those which the legislature denics, 

3. Those the substance of which is admitted, but 
whose mode of adjustment is determined. 

Under the first Lead are the taxes which the les- 
sees have paid to various governmental agencies in 
Tennessee; and the surplus ro!ling «tock, 

I speak of these claims by the lessees as undis- 
puted, Idonotundertaketo say, however, that 
there may not be found some persons who deny 
even these. Such objectors, if, indeed, there be 
any such, would assert thatatenant of a farm fs 
liable for his landlord’s taxes, They would also 
coutend that a man whorents a farm cannot, when 
he moves away, take with him his own wagons and 
plows. Itis possible, however, that some persons 
in the legislature may be found to hold even these 
views. But Il think I can still say, having reference 
tothe gteat body of the general assembly, that 
these cinims of the lessees touching tne Tennesse 
taxes and the surplus rolling stock, fare undisjuted 

Now, if there were nothing more in the case than 
these undisouted claims, there would still be oeca- 
sion, aye, pecessity, for a hearing, a parley, a con- 
ference. The claim forthe taxes is undisputed. 
But the question still remains, what is the state 
goingto do aboutthem? Woen is she going io re- 
imburse the lessees’? How is she 
When and how does she desire todoit? Sureiy, 
here is something which the parties to tiis busi- 
ness will bave to se'‘tie anong themselves or have 
other people seitie for them—unless, peradventure, 
the great state of Georgia «xpects the lessces—soie 

tthem her own citizens and some of them citizens 
of otner States—to muke hera do ation of these 
taxes, 

ined, astothe surplus rolling stock. It would 
seein that here, toc,was something worthy the con- 
sideratiomof the cuardians of the state’s in‘erests. 

The leg ’siature is deeply concerned in making a 
iense of the railroad. If the leaseisto be made, it 
is likely to be a better lease tur the state, 1f she can 
ofler the road to tne bidders tullyequipp’d. But is 
it ceriain that the lease will be made’ The rental 
demanded is high. Thedrift of legis‘ation is di 
couragiug to railroad enterprises. The road to Le 
leascd is now doubly paralleled. Ji is pitiable to 
think what wonid be the state’s plight as to this 
}roperty without a icasetotake it off her hands 
or rolling stock with which to operate it herself, 
Tiis prospeet may not be probable, but } erhaps, on 
the other hand, itis not very remote. At anv rate, 
it would seem that wise and provident legislate rs 
would include this contingency inthe scope of 
their survey ofthe subject, aud would not peremp- 
toriiy refuse to consider a proposal to turn over the 
rolling stock tothe state on terms, which would 
not be at the time embarrassing to the state and 
would certainly eftcrwards be to ler advantage 
either as lessor, seller or owner, 

Irepeat that in the practical, actual winding up 
of even these undispu‘ed claims, there is occasion— 
there is necessity—for action by the legislature, 
either directly or in thecreation or the opening of 
an appropriate tribunal, 

2. Under the neadof claims, which the legislature 
denies, arises the question of the right of the lessees 
to remove from the road-bei and right-of-way 
certuin structures, which they have piaced there. I 
shall not detain the commitice by an extended dis- 
cussion of the law of this question; but they will be 
respectfnily referred to the pamphiet mentioned 
in the outset of these remarks, and to the 
arguiment made yesterday by Mr. Boykin 
Wright, one of the counsel of the lessees, in which 
pamphlet and argument it is distinctly and un- 
equivocally claimed for the lessees, on reason and 
authority and by the terms of the lease contract, 
that they havetne legal right—uot merelya right 
in natural equity—tu re:iuce the road by removal 
and change of structure to the condition it was in at 
thecommencement of the lease. Now, so firmly 
convinced are the lessees of their right in this re- 

so blind, if you choose so 
put it, are they in this error, 
that they will assuredly act upon it. They will enter 
upon such action as they may take in this connection 
with a sincere belief in the justice o. their course, 
They may not have been advised wisely in this be- 
lief. The lezisiature may be right in its confidence 
that at least this particular claim of the lessees ig 
se ge se ge But even looking at the situation ene 
tirely trom the iegisiative standpoint, it must be 
apparent thatit willtake time and trouble and 
money to demonstrate the error of the lessees and 
toexpose their folly.. Audin this point of view, 
also, it would secm to be worth considering whether 
a simpler, a mere expeditious, a more economical 
method could no: be found to reach the desired re- 
suitthan that which is offered by the ordinary 
courts of the commonwealths of Georgia and Ten- 
nessee. 

3 Underthe third head isto be considered the 
relative right of the parties touchiug tue rolling 
stock, received by the lessees from the State at the 
commencement of the lease. 

Now, on. this branch of the business there is no 
denial that the lessees must restore to the sate the 
rolling stock which they receive d, and must restore 
it, too, in as good condition asit wasin when re- 
ceived, or make proper reparation for their failure 
to doso. Now, itis kuown to every one that much 
of this rolling stock can not bé returned in 
any condition whatever. It no longer exists 
any where under th sun, So, it is simp'y a question 
of the sort ofrereratiou to be made under the exist- 
ing circumstances, Here,'hen,is another ques.ion to 
be settled, Who is tosettie it? It is probable that 
ninety-nine business men out of a hundred would 
say that the parties interested—the Party who is to 
make andthe party who is to reccive the repara- 
tion—should adjust this question. 

It ig quite certain that here, at least, we encouns 
ter aquestion which will not adjust itself. It is 
equally certain that the separate action of only one 
of the parties will not settle it. Unless itis settled 
by concerted action of both parties. then that 
power, which, in a Jandof law, laysits hands on 
all contestants — decides between them, will 
take the matter in charge. 

Here, then, are two questions to be settled. They 
are not mere figments, fabricated by a set of oe- 
tors in the hope of ereating factitious difficulties 
from which to draw profit of sume kind. They in- 
volve substantial business interests, and call for 
business methods of treatment. Does the legisla- 
tore pro to ignore them? If it does, one is left 
to speculate on the reasons for so strange a Course. 
Does it proceed from a sense of weakness? Does the 
legislature feel that it is unable to grapple these 

roblems? .Such self-depreciation is uncalled 
or. Indeed, if the legislature would only 
be pleased to consider the questions at all, it 
would speedily discover how manageable they are 
in themseves, and how tractuble are those persons 
who represent the other side. Indeed, the only 
difficulty the business has ever presented, has been 
the strange unwillingness of the legialature to con- 
sider it. 

Or would th 
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age and not the country for such things. Indeed, 
the state having deemed it proper to Iny aside 
her sovereignty pro tanto to become the 
proprietor of a _ railroad, is, as to this 
matter, more in the power of her lessees 
than they are in her power, They have no crev- 
ices in theirarmor. But she, on Tennessee soil, ex- 
poses her very vitals uncovered by any shield of 
“sovereignty.” There the same authority which 
tevied taxes on her can enforce their payment by 
seizing and selling her sacred possessions, and here, 
too, on her own soil, leaving out of view the ample 
provisions which former legislatures, in a just and 
not a haughty spirit, enacted in reference to all per- 
sons having business wlth the state as the owner of 
a railroad—here, too, on her own soil she can be 
drawn into her own courts, What 
could be simpler than that the lessees 
should proceed to remove some ot the prop- 
erty which they claim. The executive officers of 
the state, its sheriffs with their posses would inter- 
fere. The writof injunction would follow, and 
then it would be found that, before the law and 
in the courts, a lessee, protecting his property, and 
a state’s officer, unlawfully molesting him therein, 
were equal, and this arrogant claim of ‘“‘sover- 
eigniy’’ the merest vapor. 

Vill the lessees forbear to enforce their rights if 
a fair hearing be denied them? Surely they will 
not be expected to do soas a matter of sentiment. 
Certainly the treatment they will have received 
will not appeal to their forbearance. 

But it may be said that even with right on their 
side and with no opposing sentiment to restrain 
them, the lessees will do nothing to affect this 

roperty injuriously. For, it may be said, the 
essees are niainly the Louisville and Nashville 
Railroad company, and that ent ars f wishes to 
lease the railroad, It does not wish to lease it as 
the tenant of an illiveral and unjust landlord, It is 
by no means obliged to have it. Indeed, the Louls- 
ville and Nashville Railroad company can dispense 
with the Western and Atlantic far better than the 
Western and and Atlantic can dispense with the 
Lonisville and Nashville’s freindship. 

The Inssees desire peace. They will make sub- 
stantial concessions forthe sake of peace, They 
hope and they belleve that they will not be forced 
to make their choice between spoliatton and war.

**‘Miy body wiil perish, but in that stone to which |! 
now bequeath my magic Art, my spirit shall live for 
evermore;’’ aud with one un“arthly shriek, Osiris the last and greatest of 


all the Maspians, disappeared in the chasm. 

Now Herod, being troubled at these words of Osiris, to which he attributed 
a fearful significance, and, as an effort to counteract the supposed power con- 
veyed to this stone by Osiris, ordered to be built the ‘femple of Per= 
sepolis, using this engraved stone, (afterwards named G Sis), as a corner 
stone.
